DAVID RAY was contacted at the Sierra County Jail. He 
was not asked any questions about the crime for which he is 
incarcerated or any other crimes. The interviewing agent told 
him that he had recently read two articles which he found of 
interest as they applied to RAY'S case and which RAY himself may 
find interesting. RAY was provided copies of both articles. The 
articles are "Detective Magazines: Pornography for Sexual 
Sadist?" by DIETZ, Et Al, appearing in the Journal of Forensic 
Sciences, January 1986; and "The Serial Rapist" by HAZELWOOD and 
WARREN appearing in the Federal Bureau of Investigation Law 
Enforcement Bulletin, January 1989. RAY thanked the interviewing 
agent for the articles and the conversation was concluded. The 
entire conversation lasted approximately five minutes.

Lawyers for both sides rested 
their cases Tuesday in the trial, 
of an Elephant Butte man 
accused of abducting a woman, 
tying her to a table and sexual¬ 
ly torturing her. 

The defense for David Parker 
Ray called no witnesses. Clos¬ 
ing arguments are set for 
Wednesday morning. 

Psychotherapist David 
Spencer, the lone witness Tues¬ 
day, testified for the prosecution 
that the alleged victim suffers 
from post-traumatic stress dis¬ 
order. 

The symptoms are consistent 
with sexual abuse, said Spencer, 
of Craig, Colo. 

The woman was haunted by 
memories of the alleged abuse 
and nightmares when she first 
came to him, Spencer said. 

“She was plain terrified,? he 
said. “She doesn’t remember a lot 
of what happened during that 
weekend. She related that she 
could remember being strapped 
to a table,” 

Spencer said there are sub- 
categories of post-traumatic 
stress disorder, and one of them 
is re-experiencing events, as the 
alleged victim in this case does. 

Another subcategory is avoid¬ 


ance, he said. 

“The person would block out 
the memory so'they can’t share " 
it,” he said, explaining why she 
did not go to police earlier. 

Among things she has avoid¬ 
ed as a result have been sexual 
encounters, ’which have caused 
problems with her current hus¬ 
band, Spencer testified under 
questioning by Assistant Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Jim Yontz. 

Defense attorney Jeff Rein 
asked Spencer if he was aware 
that such problems date back to. 
her time with her former hus¬ 
band and predate her alleged 
encounter with Ray. 

“I’m just aware that it was 
present when I met her,” Spencer 
replied. 

“If you weren’t given the full 
story, you can’t give good advice,” 
Rein suggested.

Mertz adjourned court after the' 
defense rested, saying the trial 
would reconvene Wednesday for ’ 
closing arguments and jury- 
instructions.

TIERRA AMARILLA—Prosecutors are 
regrouping to retry an Elephant Butte 
man accused of kidnapping and sexually 
torturing a woman four years ago. 

Prosecutors filed the paperwork neces¬ 
sary to retry David Parker Ray shortly 
after a judge declared a mistrial iirthe 
case on Thursday. 

Ray was being tried on 12 counts involv¬ 
ing the abduction and sexual torture of a 
26-year-old Colorado woman in 1996 in 


Truth or Consequences. 

After more than eight hours of deliber¬ 
ating over two days, a Rio Arriba County 
jury was unable to reach agreement on 
any of the 12 charges. 

District Attorney Ron Lopez said the 
case against Ray was damaged when the 
judge ruled separate trials would be held 
for each of the three women who accused 
the 60-year-old defendant of sexual-tor¬ 
ture. 

“We knew that once the case was sev¬ 
ered we were going to have a difficult 
time,” Lopez said Friday from his Socorro 
office' 

“It’s much easier to attack the credibili¬ 
ty of one woman than it is to discredit 
three women who are telling the same sto¬ 
ry,” he said. 

Public defender Jeff Rein was in favor 
of separate trials. 

“If somebody is charged, they should be 


tried for one thing at a time,” Rein said 
Friday from his office in Albuquerque. 

He said it would be impossible for jurors 
to keep the facts of the three cases 
straight 

Rein said he has no immediate plans in 
response to the prosecution’s move to 
retry his client. 

Lopez plans to retry Ray on the 12 
counts involving the Colorado woman as 
soon as possible. “I'm very anxious to get 
this case back to trial,” he said. 

The prosecution also plans to ask state 
District Judge Neil Mertz to reconsider 
some of the evidence excluded from the 
first trial. 

Ray will remain locked up at the Sierra 
County jail.

TERRA AMARILLA—Prosecu¬ 
tors have vowed to retry an.Elephant 
Butteinan accused of abducting and 
sexually torturing a Colorado woman 
four years ago. 

A judge on Thursday declared a mis¬ 
trial in the case of David Parker Ray. 
Jurors could not reach an agreement on 
any of the 12 counts against Ray.. ' 

“We’re. disappointed,” District At¬ 
torney Ron Lopez said. “We’re going 
to retry Mr. Ray on all of the charges.” 

Ray, 60, will remain jailed as he 
awaits trial on similar charges involv¬ 
ing’two other women who 'have acT 
cused him of holding' them' against 
their will, in 1999. ' . ’ 

Ray, a former mechanic at Elephant 
BUtteState Park, was arrested in 1999 
after a woman-escaped from his mo¬ 
bile home and fan to’a neighbor’s ■ 
home wearing only, a padlocked collar. 

Police searched Ray’s trailer and 
found torture devices, including surgi¬ 
cal tools and chemicals, as well as 
yideo cameras. Eventually two other 
women filed charges against Ray, one 
of them the Colorado woman. 

Ray, who faced up to 151V 2 years in 
prison if convicted, showed no reaction - 
Thursday. ' ' 

Meanwhile, the woman whose alle¬ 
gations were at the heart of the trial be¬ 
gan ciying when the judge declared a 
mistrial. She was led from the court¬ 
room through a back door. , .

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Torture trial delayed 
over whether to allow

TIERRAAMAREEIA — Prosecutors in the rape-and- 
kidnapping trial of David Parker Ray showed jurors 
sexual torture devices and written list of instruc¬ 
tions for holding women captive. 

But they didnl wrap up their 
case Friday, as expected. Instead, 
state district Judge Neil Mertz 
sent jurors home for the week¬ 
end, then heard arguments 
between the prosecution and 
defense over whether to allow the 
jury to hear from the alleged vic¬ 
tim’s therapist.

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Prosecution files motion 
to retry Ray in sex case

ecutors said Friday they have 
filed the paperwork needed to 
retry an Elephant Butte man 
whose trial on charges of abduct¬ 
ing and sexually torturing a 
Colorado woman ended in a 
hung jury. 

State District Judge Neil 
Mertz on Thursday declared a 
mistrial in th^case o f David 
Parker Bay Jurors could not 
reach-ah agreement on any of 
the 12 counts against him. 

The paperwork for another 
trial was on Mertz’s desk before 
everyone left the Bio Arriba 
County Courthouse Thursday, 
District Attorney Eon Lopez 
said Friday from his Socorro 
office. 

“We’re just awaiting approval,” 
Lopez said, “We have requested 
that tins trial he scheduled to 
retry as soon as possible.” 

The judge will decide when 
and where the next trial will 
take place, Lopez said. Local 
publicity would-make it'diffi¬ 
cult to retry Ray in Tierra Amar- 
illa, he added. 

Mertz was unavailable for 
comment Friday. ’ 

A message left for Ray’s attor¬ 


ney, Jeff Rein, was not imme¬ 
diately returned. 

Ray, 60, will remain jailed as 
he awaits trial on similar 
charges involving two other 
women allegedly held against 
their will in 1999. 

Ray, a former mechanic at 
Elephant Butte State Park, was 
arrested in 1999 after a woman 
wearing only a padlocked dog 
collar ran to the home of one of 
his neighbors, saying she had 
escaped from his mobile home. 

Police searched Ray’s trailer 
and found torture devices and 
video-cameras. Eventually two

The interview ing agent met with DAVID RAY and his 
attorney, | | at the Sierra County Jail to discuss a 

potential guilty plea by RAY to federal charges regarding RAY'S 
abductions and rapes of two women for which he has been convicted 
or pled guilty in New Mexico State Court. 

The interviewing agent explained to RAY that before he 
would be allowed to plead guilty to federal charges and serve a 
federal sentence before serving a state sentence, he would have to 
provide information of a significant and tangible nature such as 
the location of the body of another victim, videotapes or photos of 
his criminal activities, documentation or logs of his criminal 
activities or the identity of any other individual whom he believes 
may be involved in the abductions and rapes of women. RAY 
immediately became agitated and angry and stated that he does not 
know the location of any bodies because no deaths resulted from his 
activities. He stated that if that is what the FBI expects him to lbf 
produce then we might as well halt any further interviews of him. ^7 
RAY was then asked whether he would take a polygraph examination 
regarding this issue and he appeared hesitant and gave two reasons 
why he did not think a polygraph would work. The first reason is 
that he takes numerous medications for his health and he believes 
these medications may alter the polygraph results. Second, he 
stated that he is no longer able to separate his fantasy life from 
reality and so it would be difficult for him to accurately answer 
questions about activities which he has actually engaged in because 
he may confuse that with activities he merely fantasized about. 


RAY was asked about a log listing summaries of abductions 
and tortures of women which he committed. He stat ed that th at log 
describes only fantasizes and not actually events. I I

RAY stated that there is no stash of materials pertaining 
to his criminal activities or his interest in sadism. He stated 
that any such materia ls he had were seized during the search of hi s 
home. He stated that I I 

l ~l threw a large amount of such materials 

including magazines and videotapes in the dump. RAY stated that he 
went to the dump and was able to retrieve about one half of these 
materials. He stated that if any of these materials still existed 
they were in his house and seized during the search by police in 
1999. 


The entire meeting lasted approximately one and half- 
hours. After the meeting, the medical officer at the jail advised 
that records indicate that RAY takes the following medications: 

1) Nitroglycerine taken occasionally for heart problems. 

2) Slo-Mag, 64mg, taken three times per day for blood 


pressure. 


3) Hydroxine, 25mg, taken three times per day. 

4) Ibuprofin, 600mg, taken twice per day. 

5) Enlappril, 5mg, taken once per day. 

6 ) Famotadine, 2 0mg, taken once per day for heartburn. 

7) Isosorbide, two capsules taken at bedtime to assist 
with sleep.

“This agreement is in the best.

Ray, who once worked as a 
mechanic at Elephant Butte State 
Park, originally was charged with 
37 counts involving three women — 
including the Coloradan and the 
Albuquerque woman. A third case 
involves a woman who since has 
, died of causes unrelated to the.case. 

As part of the plea agreement, the 
' District Attorney’s Office is ■dis¬ 
missing the third case, Yontz said. 

The first State Police investigator 
atRay’s trailer, Sgt Wesley LaCues- 


ta, said he had expected a more typ¬ 
ical crime,' ".then I realized this-was 
a very large-scale criminal investi¬ 
gation.” 

LaCuesta, who called Ray "one of 
the-'few documented, serial sexual 
sadists,” said he was pleased by the _ 
outcome. " 

"It feels good, As far as these vic¬ 
tims, it puts the case at full circle,” 
he said. 

During'the opening day of testi¬ 
mony last week, the Albuquerque 
woman alleged Ray placed clamps 
on her body and sent electric.shocks 
through .the clamps.

ESTANICA — A woman who alleges David 
Parker Ray placed clamps on her body and'flogged 
her with leather whips broke down on the witness 
stand Monday, causing the judge to call para¬ 
medics to her aid. 

The 23-year-old woman, who fled an Elephant 
Butte trailer naked except for a collar with a chain 
in March 1999, said she agreed to perform one sex¬ 
ual act with Ray in exchange for $30, “because I 
«was hooked on drugs” They were in Albuquerque. 

At-that point, the woman testified, she got into 
a camper-type vehicle with Ray and another 
woman appeared from the back. She said-Ray 
showed a police-type badge — a silver star — and 
handcuffed her. 

They started driving, and she freed herself from 
. the handcuffs, struggling with her captors, who 
then tied her up and duct-taped her mouth.

The symptoms are often linked to a traumatic experience such 
as the alleged 1996 abduction, he said. 

Under cross-examination from defense attorney Lee McMillian, 
Spencer conceded that his patient’s post-traumatic stress disorder 
could be the result of other traumatic experiences. ; 

McMillian pointed out that the woman had been physically 
abused by a boyfriend and traumatized by a boating accident in ! 
which her fiancee drowned. 1 

Spencer said he has treated between 70 and 80 women that have j 
been sexually abused and his patient’s symptoms are consistent with 
those of other rape victims. 

The older sister of the alleged victim also testified Thursday that 
her sibling has become vigilant and fearful. 

”(She) goes nowhere without her dog, she keeps a gun ready. She 
doesn’t like to be alone. She keeps her door locked and friends need 
to call before coming over,” the sister said. 

Ray’s niece, Laura Hopper of Rock Springs, Wyo., sat in the 
courtroom Thursday. 

“I have total faith in my uncle,” she said during a break. “He has 
my total support. I don’t think there’s any crime involved. I think | 
that everything that went on between them was consensual.”

Videotape shown 

in retrial for Ray 


The Associated Press 

ESTANCIA — A videotape 
shown to jurors in a sex-torture 
trial Tuesday shows a woman 
strapped to a medical-type bench, 
her eyes and mouth covered with 
duct tape, while David Parker Ray 
circles the bench, occasionally 
stroking her or adjusting the 
straps. ’ 

At first, as he touches her, she 
rolls her head from side to side. 
Later, he unstraps her wrists, and 
she pulls her arms across her chest, 
almost hugging herself, as he con¬ 
tinues to move around the bench. 

Ray, 61, is being retried on 12 
charges of abducting and sexual¬ 
ly torturing the Colorado woman 
near Elephant Butte Lake in 1996. 
His first trial in Tierra Amarilla 
last summer ended in a bung jury. 

The woman, now 27, wiped 
away a steady stream of tears as 
she and jurors watched the video¬ 
tape. Jurors showed no reaction. 

The woman testified Monday in 
Rays retrial that she was tortured 
with sexual derices, but couldn’t 
scream for help because her mouth 
was taped. 

“I was scared. I didn’t know 
what they were going to do. I want¬ 
ed to go home,” the woman told 
jurors. 

The tape was seized from Ray’s 
backyard trailer, and state Dis¬ 
trict Judge Kerin Sweazea allowed 
it into evidence Tuesday. Defense 
attorney Lee McMfflian had object¬ 
ed to the tape’s introduction Mon¬ 
day, saying it was prejudicial. 

Ray, dressed in an olive suit, 
appeared relaxed during the pro¬ 
ceeding. During a brief recess Tues¬ 
day morning, he chatted with his 
sister about the book, “Lonesome 
Dove.” 

“I read the book twice, I’d sure 
love to read the sequel,” Ray said. 

Among other evidence admit¬ 
ted Tuesday was a 40-minute 
audiotape of Ray’s voice, criminal 
investigator John Briscoe testi¬ 
fied. The monologue went into 
detail describing sexual acts expect¬ 
ed of a captivp “sex slave ” 

“You are going to kept in a hid¬ 
den slave room; you are going to be 
kept like an animal,” the tape said. 
“Your only value to us is that you 
have an attractive body.” 

As the tape played, one female 


juror covered her face with hands 
for a few minutes. Ray was taking 
notes and occasionally talked to his 
lawyer. 

Other evidence admitted Tues¬ 
day were two lists removed from 
the trailer, Briscoe testified. He 
quoted from the first, titled 
“Remember.” 

“A woman will do any thing to get 
loose,” Briscoe read. “Never trust 
a chained captive... If she is worth 
taking, she is worth keeping.” 

Another list, titled “Don’t Forget,” 
lists such items as a neck chain, 
handcuffs, leg irons, bondage bar, 
door deadbolts and “the unex¬ 
pected,” Briscoe read. 

Briscoe also narrated a sepa¬ 
rate videotape and identified pho¬ 
tos of items found inside the trail¬ 
er. 

McMillian questioned Briscoe, 
asking whether he knew what the 
trailer looked like in 1996 since ! 
Briscoe had been there in 1999. 
Briscoe agreed he did not know 
about it in 1996. 

The woman’s alleged ordeal i 
began after she and some friends '} 
went bar-hopping in 1996 while j 
she and her newlywed husband i 
were estranged. 

One of the group, Todd Thomp- 
son, who now lives in Sturgis, | 
Mich., testified Tuesday that the 1 
alleged victim did not seem drunk 
to him. He said he only saw her 
drink one beer. But he said the 
next time he saw her, she didn’t ' 
seem to remember where she had 
been and looked “disheveled, as if 
she had been sleeping in her 
clothes.” 

On Monday, the Colorado 
woman testified that her friends 
left her alone in an Elephant Butte 
bar with Ray’s daughter, Jessie 
Ray, who initially promised to take 
her home or to a friend’s house. 

Instead, she said she was taken 
to Ray’s house and was threat¬ 
ened with a knife in his living 
room. She said her eyes and mouth 
were taped, and that she was 
handcuffed with a dog collar 
around her neck. Then she ended 
up on the bench. 

McMillian said in opening state- *■ 
ments that her alleged captivity , 
could have been “harmless fanta¬ 
sy,” But prosecutors said she Was , 
sexually assaulted.

Judge in Sex-Torture Case 
Dies; Ray Trial Delayed 



By Rory McClannahan 
Journal Staff Writer 

State District Judge Neil P. Mertz, who 
was presiding over the David Parker Ray 
sex-torture case, died of a heart attack in 
Socorro early Thursday. 

Mertz’s death will delay Ray’s trial, 7th 
Judicial District Attorney Ron Lopez said 
Thursday. Jury selection began in the case 
Monday in Estancia, 
and the trial was sched¬ 
uled to begin in Janu¬ 
ary. 

Cathy McClean, court 
clerk in Sierra County, 
and Kim Padilla, court 
administrator in Socor¬ 
ro, said Mertz had the 
heart attack at his home 
Thursday * morning. 

Padilla said he was tak¬ 
en to the emergency 
room of Socorro Gener¬ 
al Hospital. 

McClean said Mertz 
seemed fine Wednesday.’ 

Padilla said she was not aware Mertz, 55, 
had heart problems since he was named to 
the judgeship four years ago. 

Padilla said she received a call about the 
judge’s death just before 8 a.m. 

Mertz, a Democrat, was named to the 
bench by Gov. Gary Johnson in February 
1996 and won election to the 7th Judicial 
District post later that year. His six-year 
term would have expired in 2002. District 
7 covers Torrance, Catron, Socorro and 
Sierra counties. 

Lopez said Thursday that he had known 
Mertz for many years and “respected him 
as an attorney, as a judge and as a person.” 

Mertz was a longtime attorney in Socor¬ 
ro and at different times served as city 
attorney and as an assistant district attor¬ 
ney. He also had a private practice. He had

been serving as Lopez’s chief deputy dis¬ 
trict attorney for three years when he was 
appointed as a judge in February 1996. 

As a judge, Mertz ran his courtroom 
well, Lopez said. 

“I always knew he was going to’ be thor¬ 
ough and-conscientious,” Lopez said. 

In his short tenure as a judge, Mertz 
presided over two high-profile cases—the, 
Torreon cabin killings and the Ray case. 

Mertz earned an undergraduate degree 
from Phillips University in Oklahoma as 
well as a master’s degree in political sci¬ 
ence and a law degree from Baylor Uni¬ 
versity. 1 

Lopez said he had talked to Mertz on 
Wednesday night and the judge seemed to 
be in good health. The two men talked; 
about the several delays in the Ray case. 

“The ironic thing was that he said, T 
wonder what else can go wrong with this 
case,’ ” Lopez said. 

Lopez said he has contacted the New 
Mexico Supreme Court to ask for an exten¬ 
sion on the Ray case. It could take months 
before the case gets back in court, he said. 

■ The Ray case gained international atten-' 
tion in March 1999 after a woman wearing 
only a padlocked collar ran to the Elephant 
Butte home of one of Ray’s neighbors, say¬ 
ing she had escaped from his mobile home. 
An FBI search of Ray’s trailer turned up 
torture devices and video cameras. 

Ray’s first trial last summer ended in 
deadlock. He faces retrial on 12 charges: 
six counts of criminal sexual penetration. 
and one each of kidnapping, assault with 
intent to commit a violent felony, criminal 
sexual contact, conspiracy to commit kid¬ 
napping, conspiracy to commit criminal 
sexual penetration and conspiracy to com¬ 
mit criminal sexual.contact. 

Two similar cases against Ray will be 
tried separately.

On one occasion in Phoenix, Arizona, RAY paid a 
prostitute to engage in bondage with liim, The prostitute understood 
beforehand -what her role was to be and'what was expected of her. 

RAY had the prgstitute tied with all 4 limbs ‘extended and the 
woman apparently became frightened and bit RAY on the upper-right . 
chest. The woman would not release the bite, and RAY, who-was 
bleeding severely, struck the woman on the‘head with his fight 
hand -and broke several bones-.in his hand_. The woman was able to 
get free, -and she ran out-of the residence-naked.

RAY acts out his- fantasies primarily by writing and 
drawing and explaining that his writings and drawings initially 
depicted simple bondage activity and increasingly depict more 
violent bondage activities. .

tied the prostitute up for approximately one to two hours and 
when he was unable to have an erection, apologized and released 
the woman.

RAY has resided at junk yards or garages on a number 
of occasions, as he does now. As a pastime, RAY.scavanges items 
from wrecked or junked automobiles including, various•items of 
women's identification, driver's licenses with photographs and 
apparel, which he uses when fantasizing.

RAY realizes that he has been a thief from time to time 
in his life and -explained that he has a "code" in which he "considers 
corporations and insurance companies to be fair game."

commit murder. He was or¬ 
dered to spend two years on 
probation after his prison 
sentence.

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Parker’s Killer Pleads Guilty 

20-Year Prison Sentence for Yancy ‘As Good As We Could Get, ’ DA Says

Dennis Roy Yancy, 28, of 
TorC, is guilty of strangling • 
22-year-old Marie Parker to 
death in July 1997: He will 
be incarcerated for the next 
20 years in a state correc- 
- tional facility and then 'serve * 
five more years of supervised 
probation. 

In a surprise move Thurs¬ 
day afternoon, Dec. 2, Yancy 
plead guilty to second degree 
murder and conspiracy to 
commit the murder. The 
meeting was scheduled as a 
pretrial conference. 

Yancy’s case was set to 
' begin jury selection Monday, 
Dec. 6, in District Court in 
TorG. 

In a small courtroom in 
Socorro, at a hearing at¬ 
tended by only a handful of 
observers, Seventh Judicial 
District Judge Neil P. Mertz 
handed down the sentence. 
Yancy fought back tears as 
the -sentence was ' pro¬ 
nounced. 

District Attorney . Ron 
Lopez and Assistant DA Jim 
Yontz reached the plea and 
disposition agreement in the 
case with defense attorney 
Gary Mitchell before the 
conference began. Mertz 
carefully went through the 
rights Yancy was giving up 
and then asked Mitchell if his 
client was ready for sentenc¬ 
ing.

daughter of sex-tortur^defen- 
dant David Parker^Rav came 
forward "nearly 13 years ago, 
telling the FBI of alleged white- 
slaveiy abductions by her father, 
an agent said Thursday. 

She told the FBI her father 
abducted, tortured and then sold 
Women in Mexico, agent Doug 
Beldon said. The bureau inves¬ 
tigated for a year but never sub¬ 
stantiated the allegations, Beldon 
said. 

Glenda Jean “Jesse *Ra-v T now 
32, was about 19 or 20 at the 
time. Now Ms. Ray is a co-defen¬ 
dant with her father in the sex- 
torture case that surfaced March 
22 when a naked woman fled 
David Ray’s mobile home wear¬ 
ing only a metal collar with a 
padlocked chain. Two other 
alleged victims have since been 
located, and the three form the 
basis of 37 charges against Ray. 

“In June 1986, Jesse Ray vol- 
unteered information to the FBI 
in New Mexico concerning her 
father,” Beldon said. “She alleged 
that David Parker Ray was 
abducting and torturing women 
and selling them to buyers in 
Mexico.” 

■ Beldon said agents never could 
determine specifically who was 
abducted. No names were given 
and no homicides alleged, he 
said. ' 

“The allegations were nonspe¬ 
cific,” he said. 

“For over one year thereafter, 
the FBI in New Mexico con¬ 
ducted an investigation in an 
effort to substantiate the alle¬ 
gations. The investigation was 
conducted under the FBI’s juris¬ 
diction in White Slave Traffic 
Act cases,” he said. “No victims 
were identified, and none came 
forward, 

“The investigation was con¬ 
ducted in both New Mexico and 
Arizona. A thorough investigation 
was accomplished based upon 
information known at that time. 
When logical investigation was 
completed and leads were cov¬ 
ered, the case was closed,” he 
said. 

Beldon declined comment on 


whether evidence in the old case 
was being incorporated into the 
new investigation. 

“Due to the pendancy of the 
cases against Jesse Ray and 
David Ray, the FBI cannot pro¬ 
vide the investigative details of 
the 1986 investigation or the , 
current one,” he said. 

The FBI generally does not 
comment on pending cases. Doc¬ 
uments released Wednesday, 
including material involving FBI 1 
profilers who said Ray fits the 
description of a “sexual sadist,” 
were unsealed by state authori- i 
ties who are also involved in the 
joint state-federal investigation. 

The documents said another 
co^defendant, Cynthia Lea I 
^ jfendv. told investigators that | 
Ray had admitted involvement in | 
as many as 14 killings. 

She said the dead included 
men and women whose bodies 
were dumped in ravines and in 
Elephant Butte Lake, near Ray’s 
home, the court papers say. 

No bodies have been found, 
and Ray’s attorney, Jeff Rein, 
said these allegations arose after 
Ms. Hendy worked out a deal 
with prosecutors. 

“She told them what they 
wanted to hear,” Rein said. 

Ray’s 37 counts include kid¬ 
napping, conspiracy and sexual 
attacks on three women — but 1 
not murder. 

As many as 100 agents from ' 
the FBI and state police investi¬ 
gated the 1999 case at its peak, 
Mowing leads in 10 states, using 
ground-penetrating radar and 
bringing in dogs trained to find 
human remains. 

Ray’s daughter is charged with 
12 counts involving kidnapping 
and sexual assault. Hendy, 39, j 
has agreed to plead guilty to five |

Yontz said most pleas are an 
attempt to resolve a case before it 
goes to trial, and require a judge's 
approval. Acosta said there was 
no plea agreement signed by a 
judge. 

\ It was not immediately known 
what the proposed plea bargain 
might provide, but pleas typically 
require defendants to admit to 
some charges carrying lesser penal¬ 
ties and perhaps cooperate with 
prosecutors. 

Hendy, 39, isdtffged along with 
David Parker Kav, 59, i n a sexual 
torture case that broke last month 
when their neighbor found a 
woman naked and bloody on a 
road, wearing only a padlocked 
collar.

Agents combed arroyos in Sierra 
County and searched parts of Elephant Butte Lake; 
for bodies and other evidence. 

Authorities have not ruled out more arrests of 
victims. 

FBI profilers believe Ray, 59, kept items from

She said details have been seep¬ 
ing back into her mind for the past 
several years, but much of it| 
remains hazy. However, she said 
she recalls leaving the nearby Blue 
Waters Saloon with Jesse Ray and

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going to David Ray’s home. She 
said she also remembers one of 
them holding a knife to her throat 
while the other handcuffed her 
aftd covered her mouth and eyes 
with duct tape. 

The woman said David Ray kept 
her strapped to a weight bench for 
several days inside a small trailer 
near his home that investigators 
have called the “toy box.” She said 
he tried to sexually assault her "at 
least” 30 times. 

‘:“I remember him telling me he 
was in some kind of satanic group, 
and people in his group had been 
hatching me—and wanting me as 
a J sex toy,” the woman said. 

She added that during her 
ordeal, “I just kept telling him I 
wanted to go home.” 

The woman said she never saw 
Jesse Ray during the attacks. But 
a person can be convicted of a 
Crime if proven to be an accessory, 
and prosecutor Jim Yontz alleged 
Jesse Ray knew what her father 
planned to do with the young 
wpman. 

“She procured the victim for 
daddy,” Yontz said. “She’s as liable 
as her father is for what occurred 
to (the woman) back in that toy 
box.” 

The alleged victim acknowl¬ 
edged to defense attorney Billy 
Blackburn that before talking to 
an investigator earlier this year, 
she told no one about what had 
! happened. When he asked her 
j. why, she said “I couldn’t remem- 
' ber exactly what happened.” 
j State Police criminal investiga¬ 
tor John Briscoe testified Thesday 


that among the items found on 
Ray’s property were several audio 
tapes. Yontz described one of 
them as an “advisory tape” for 
captives. 

That tape was played during the 
hearing, and Briscoe said he rec¬ 
ognized the voice on the tape as 
that of David Ray. The voice tells 
an abductee what is about to hap¬ 
pen to her and says she will be 
pumped full of drugs at the end of 
her ordeal so she will not remem¬ 
ber what has happened to her. 

The cassette tape begins-with a 
disclaimer that it is “for adults 
only” and “was designed and cre¬ 
ated to be used for entertainment 
only.” 

The narrator says he will tell the 
captive exactly what is happening 
to her. 

The tape was made using "my 
experience in dealing with cap¬ 
tives over several years,” the 
voice says. 

Among other things, the tape 
says: 

“You probably think you’re 
going to be raped. You’re right 
about that. You will be raped thor¬ 
oughly and repeatedly.” 

“It’s no big deal. My lady friend 
and I have been (keeping captives) 
for years.” 

“We prefer to snatch girls in 
their early to mid-teens.” 

“I guess I’ve been doing this too 
long. As far as I’m concerned, 
you’re a piece of meat” 

Near the end of the tape, the nar¬ 
rator said, “If I killed every bitch 
that we kidnapped, there’d be bod¬ 
ies strung all over the country.”

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Feds drop charges against Hendy

ALBUQUERQUE — A woman accused in an 
Elephant Butte sex-torture case has cut a deal 
ensuring she will not face federal charges for two 
kidnappings, the/dbuquerque Journal reports. 

Cynthia Lee“Hendv received a letter from U.S. 
Attorney John J. Kelly, promising her she would not 
face the charges if there’s ever a federal case, the 
Journal said today in a copyright story. 

Ron Lopez, Kelly’s spokesman, said the U.S. 
attorney’s office would have no comment. 

The deal was revealed in recently released audio 
recordings of an April plea agreement reached in 
state district court, the newspaper said. 

Hendy, 39, pleaded guilty to five state charges 
involving the kidnapping and sexual torture of an 
Albuquerque woman and a woman from Truth or 
Consequences earlier this year. 

Hendy originally faced 25 counts and up to 200 
years in prison, but under the plea, she faces between 
12 and 54 years. >- 

Hendys co-defendant , David Parker 59, faces 
37 state charges, including'crimmalsexual'pene- 
tration, kidnapping and aggravated battery. 

“The U.S. attorney’s office for the district of New 
Mexico agrees that it will not prosecute Hendy for 
her previously disclosed participation and crimi- 
•nal activity relating to (the two cases),” the April 6 
letter said. 

The letter also indicates Hendy is cooperating 
with authorities. 

“It is my... understanding that Hendy will assist 
in the investigation of all crimes known-to her, and 
that such assistance will include her truthful respons¬ 
es to questions placed to her by law enforcement offi¬ 
cers, as well as assisting in-the recovery of physical 
evidence known to her,” the letter says. 

The letter does not say whether Hendy will tes¬ 
tify against Ray. 

But according to state district court records, 
Hendy “indicated to officers that (David) Ray had con¬ 
fessed to her that he had been involved in at least 
14 homicides... and had been involved in the torture 
and sexual abuse of numerous females

ney, said the letter is meant to protect his client. 

“Ms. Bendy’s limited involvement with David 
Parker Ray, and the matters he’s accused of, facil¬ 
itated negotiations regarding her involvement,”

“The unfoi'tunate effect of irresponsible comments 
at the outset of this case demonized Ms. Hendy as 
to matters to which she had no involvement,"Acos¬ 
ta said. 

Kidnapping, aggravated sexual abuse, aiding and 
abetting and assault are federal crimes and the FBI 
has been helping state police with the investigation. 

“We have two different jurisdictions here,” Acos¬ 
ta said. “You can get prosecuted both times for the 
same evidence and it’s not double jeopardy because 
you’ve violated two different sets of laws for the same 
crime. I wanted to give her as much protection as 
possible” 

Two women testified during Ray’s preliminary 
hearing in April that they were abducted, sodomized, 
shocked with electricity, sexually tortured and kept 
.captive in padlocked collars early this year. 

A third woman later implicated Ray and his 
daughter; Glenda Jean “Jesse’^Ray, in an alleged 
abduction and sexual assault in 1996. 

A fourth defendant, Dennis Roy JYancv. 27, is 
accused of killing Marie Eafker, who was 22, in 
1997 when she disappeared from a saloon in Ele¬ 
phant Butte.

It’s the second time in recent weeks that 
investigators have searched the Elephant 
Butte mobile home of David Par ker Ray, 
one of four people charged in the case. 

Two alleged victims, one from Albu¬ 
querque and another from Truth or Conse¬ 
quences,-testified this month at Ray’s pre¬ 
liminary hearing that they were abducted,

Glenda Ray “vehemently, adamantly de¬ 
nies” she teamed up with her father to kid¬ 
nap and sexually assault the woman, 
Blackburn said Tuesday after her arraign¬ 
ment before' Sierra County Magistrate 
Thomas G, Pestak. A not-guilty plea was 
entered, and bond was continued at $1 mil¬ 
lion. 

Blackburn said he had expected the 
charges against GlendaRay^lR-to involve

Glenda Ray was arrested Monday at her 
■ father’s'mobile home in-Elephant Butte, a 
small lakeside resort northeast of Truth or 
Consequences, and charged.with 12 
counts, including kidnapping; criminal sex¬ 
ual penetration and assaultv 
Prosecutors filed an identical 'dozen 
charges against her father, bringing the 
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
